On July 2, 2014, a hearing for Michael Donahue, No Affiliation was held in Sturbridge before members of
the State Building Official Certification Committee to review the request for approval to take the required exams to
become certified as a building code enforcement official in accordance with 780 CMR - R7.2.2.

Synopsis of Testimony

The chairman of the Committee called the hearing to order. The facts of the case were read into the record Mr.
Donahue’s qualifications were denied November 6, 2013 because he did not meet the minimum requirements as
defined by MGL c 143 § 3. Mr. Michael Donahue was present to offer testimony.

Mr. Donahue stated his resume shows he has hospitality experience because this is what he went to school
for and this is his professional resume. Started renovating buildings in 1981; beginning 2006 working as a project
manager overseeing sub contractors, as shown on page one of resume. Was also renovating and developing on the
side.

Jeff Richards states his resume does not speak for itself and additional information was not provided since
November 2013. Chris Clemente asked if he has been supervising the projects daily with his CS license. Mr.
Donahue testifies he was supervising on site every day. Resume does state from 2006 - present shows supervisory
experience, renovating and overseeing projects.

Decision

Following testimony, on a Motion by Jeff Richards and Seconded by Chris Clemente it was voted to grant the
approval to take the required exams to become certified as a building code enforcement official. Mr. Donahue
meets the minimum qualifications set forth by the BBRS for said position of local inspector defined by MGL c 143
§ 3 and was granted permission to proceed with the required examination process.

On July 2, 2014, a hearing for Kenneth Lanzilli, City of Medford was held in Sturbridge before members of
the State Building Official Certification Committee to review the request for an extension of time to complete
the required exams for certification as a Local Inspector as detailed in 780 CMR R7.1.7.4.3.

Synopsis of Testimony

The chairman of the Committee called the hearing to order. The facts of the case were read into the record
Mr. Lanzilli was in violation of R7.1.7.2.2 “Conditional appointments... 2. Within the first six months of
employment the conditional appointee shall make application to take the examination(s) required for the
appropriate category of certification...” Mr. Kenneth Lanzilli and Mr. Paul Mochi, Building Commissioner, was
present to offer testimony.

Mr. Lanzilli said he completed the request for an Extension of Time but thought the administrative staff
took care of and would submit for him. He was successful in passing the B1, Residential Building Inspector
exam, but he did not provide a copy or was not sure of the date completed. He was also successful in passing
the B2, Commercial Building Inspector exam June 26, 2014, but did not provide a copy for Committee members.
He is also participating in the Local Inspector prep course with David Holmes and will register for the B3, Fire
Plans Examiner exam by the end of July, 2014.

Mr. Mochi states the City of Medford’s building department is short handed with 2 inspectors out on comp.
Mr. Lanzilli has been doing his work plus filling in for the other inspectors. Mr. Mochi takes full responsibility
for not following up with Mr. Lanzilli in sending the Extension request. Mr. Lanzilli has been attending
continuing education through MBCIA.

Copies of exams are required to be submitted to the Department of Public Safety.

VOTED to grant the request of Kenneth Lanzilli (City of Medford) for a first extension of time to become
certified as a Local Inspector.
